tion of hostilities waa in Jnly, 1865. and 
adds: "It is not believed that congress 
intended to pension those whose rendi- 
tion of service, military or naval, had 
no connection 
whatever 
with the 


belligerent 
operations of the 
war

not upon the theatre 


of conllict and had nothing to do 
with 
the 
objects 
and 
purroses 


of the war." The following rulings are 
therefore made. The techanical legal
